CABIN WHERE LINCOLN WAS BORN HAD 

CRUMBLED TO RUINS THIRTY YEARS AGO 

F OH several years the press has been giving us occasional accounts of 
the “Lincoln cabin,” in which Abraham Lincoln was born, says a 
writer In the Boston Transcript. Some years ago we heard that it had 
been bought for $10,000 by a wealthy New Yorker, presumably the 
| agent for Robert T. Lincoln, son of the murdered President. Next we were 
told that the “cabin" was to he removed to Chicago and made one of the 
‘'sights” for pilgrims to the Harden City. Then we heard of the “cabin” in 
New York City. 

Like the Holy House of Loretto, this historic hut seems to be transported 
through the air to any desired point. Like the phantom ship of tlie Flying 
Dutchman, it may appear in any city or oft nuy harbor; it seems to be 
etherealizing like all else lliat pertains to Abralmm Lincoln; but the "cabin” 
lias a perpetual lease on time. It knows neither waste nor decay. 

The last public “appearance” of the spectral “cabin,” we are told, was 
at the Buffalo Pan-American exposition. Since then It lias been resting— 
lejuvenutiug, perhaps—at Coney Island, or in New York City, ready to be 
transported again when the cloth of gold is spread out for It. Along with 
the liberty bell, it will doubtless l>e present on all the specially great 
occasions of the future. 

Some enterprising speculators, with an audacity scarcely conceivable in 
this twentieth century, are imposing upon a credulous public and the gulli- 
bles are swallowing the fraud without a gulp. Simple truth ought to be 
told. The "Lincoln cabin” has now neither a place nor a being. Does any 
sane man believe that a pioneer cabin built of green logs more than ninety- 
four years ago would still he preserved? 

’I he writer of this, when a youth hardly past his majority, was for 

some time principal of the seminary in Hodgeusvllle, Larue County, Ky._ 

about three miles from Mr. Lincoln’s birthplace. Several old people were 
still living in the vicinity who remembered the Lincoln family and often gave 
j teminlsccnces of them.

MONEY IN GOAT RAISING. 

An Industry in Which There Are No 
Unsalable Remnants. 

"You can sell every part of n goat 
hut his scent," said John Collins in the 
course of an interview recently on the 
subject of ills . Arizona goat farm. 
"There are thousands of goats on the 
farm,” he said, "lint whether there are 
10,000, 20,000 or 30.000 1 couldn’t tell 
you for the life of me. 

“1 can tell you, however, something 
about tile way In which our goat In¬ 
dustry was started. By the death of 
a grand-uncle, my uncle, Harry Mc¬ 
Cormick and I Inherited the Grlebr St. 
Anne sliver mines, which are two days 
and a night of steady burro travel 
south of Tucson. There was silver in 
the mines, but by the time we got it 
out and got it to Tuecon we were pay¬ 
ing for It at about the rate of 1(5 to 1. 
But It wasn’t a case of free siller, by 
any means. It was the most expensive 
money I ever got hold of. Finding the 
venture a losing one. we took lessons 
from the 'greasers' and bought from 
them ISO common goats. 

"There is nothing but sagebrush and 
cactus out there for those animals to 
fissl on. but no man ever saw a dead 
goat, unless lie had come to some vio¬ 
lent end. They live and thrive where 
nearly every other living thing starves 
to death. 

"We started out with 150 goats, de¬ 
riving our profits from the sale of the 
hides. In IS! 12 we decided to mix them 
with Angora goats. After two years 
the cross disappears and yon get a per¬ 
fect Angora goat. It is a valuable 
thing to have. The long hair Is sold to 
the manufacturers of plush for furni¬ 
ture, sleeping ears and such things. 
Tlie hair next to the skin can he made 
up Into valuable shawls. The meat of 
the kids is delightful when fresh and 
is sent in Its canned shape to Culm, 
the Philippines, other parts of the 
United States, to China and to many 
other foreign countries as canned 
lamb. 

So rich is goat's milk that one tea- 
spoonful of It Is equal to three table- 
spoonfuls of the purest cream. But 
the best part about tlie milk is that 
It is a deadly foe to tubercula. and con¬ 
sumptives who drink It are often 
cured of tlie disease. We are planning 
to condense the milk and sell it for 
medicinal as well as family use. If 
there is any other dumb animal with 
more valuable qualities than the goat, 
then I don't know it. 

"No stables have to lie provided for 
the keeping and six ranchers are suf¬ 
ficient for herding up those we want to 
sell.. Once in a while the greasers and 
Indians get away with a few. hut 
where you've got some scrappy ranch¬ 
ers they are not likely to repeat the 
performance nftcu. 

“As a rule now, we sell the goats on 
the hoof." continued Mr. Collins, ac¬ 
cording to the Washington Star, "in 
order to do so we have to drive them 
Into Tucson. And a tough job it Is. 
Of course, horses are not much good 
then, as it is so hard to get provender 
and water, but there ia a species of 


broncho which the natives call *1000 
pekn, which Is ns hardy as a goat. 
The loco poka is the craziest thing be- 
tween Arizona and the next hottest 
country. As long us the notion doesn’t 
strike ’em they’re all right, but if ever 
they make up their minds to stop noth¬ 
ing on earth can start 'em. Whenever 
| one goes, the rest go. A stampeding 
loco poka might go through n towa 
where a score of his kind are hitched, 
and every blessed one of them would 
break loose in some way and go gal¬ 
loping after him. They run till they 
get good and ready to stop. If you 
happen to hang on that long you can 
turn your loco poka around and the 
rest will follow. 

We use the loco pokns for packing 
the kid meat to Tucson and, barring 
this one accomplishment, they are all 
right." 

FLANNEL SHOULD BE WORN. 

This Fabric Is Much More Healthful 

Than Other Woolens. 

In England one sees much of the hy¬ 
gienic underwear which is so strongly 
urged for general adoption, but in this 
country it is less common. From a 
sanitary point of view, this is a pity, 
since physicians regard It as a preven¬ 
tive of many forms of disease. It af¬ 
fords the body tlie greatest protection 
against cold, heat and dampness with 
the least obstruction to the body's ex¬ 
halation. These conditions are instinc¬ 
tively felt 10 be better fulfilled by 
woolen than by linen or cotton fabrics. 
Hence the very general use of flannel 
garments by athletes and by members 
of cricket, boating aiul other sporting 
clubs, who are called upon to engage 
in vigorous physical exercise likely to 
cause profuse perspiration. 

As formerly woven, woolen fabrics 
wefe objectionable to many, because 
they irritated the skin and caused dis¬ 
comfort by preventing the proper es¬ 
cape of its exudations. Moreover, they 
were ns a rule so heavy ns to he intol¬ 
erable for summer wear. These objec¬ 
tionable features have now been re¬ 
moved, and to make woolen clothing 
truly sanitary and suitable for all sea¬ 
sons the usual process of weaving 
woolen fabrics lias been materially 
modified by adopting a method which 
produces a much less closely woven 
texture than tlie ordinary flannel. 

The feeling is instinctive, too, that 
woolen clothing is “hot” in warm 
weather; that if we wear wool in win¬ 
ter to keep us warm we must wear 
something different in summer to keep 
us cool, or be inconsistent In theory 
and practice. But ibis is a mistake. 

It is obvious to all how a non-con¬ 
ductor of beat—a woolen garment, for 
instance—prevents tlie escape of tlie 
heat of the body to a colder atmos¬ 
phere, or the Ingress of heat to the 
body from n warmer atmosphere; a 
familiar Illustration of which is found 
in the practice of wrapping ourselves 
in blankets to keep 11s warm and of 
wrapping ice in a blanket to keep it 
cold—to keep (lie heat in in one ease, 
and not in tlie other. It may not be 
so easy to understand why we should 
clotlie a warm body in a blanket to 
cool it ofT or keep it cool when the 
temperature of tlie surrounding air is 
in or near equilibrium with it. 

The explanation lies in the nature 
and condition of the body, the woolen 
fabric's two-fold property of non-con¬ 
ductivity to heat and permeability (o 
moisture and the evaporation of the 
moisture at tlie fabric's outer surface. 
Tliis evaporation.disperses the heat, 
thus lowering the temperature. This Is 
the reason the soldier keeps his wool¬ 
en-covered canteen wet in hot weather. 
A wet woolen garment disposes of the 
surplus heat and leaves tlie body cool. 
—Hartford Times. 

Queer Food Plants. 

In the department of agriculture at 
Washington, hidden away in an ob¬ 
scure corner. Is an odd sort of exhibit 
of queer foods eaten by out of the way 
people. 

There is a loaf of bread made from 
(lie roasted leaves of a plant allied 011 
tlie century plant. Another kind of 
bread is from dough of juniper bel¬ 
lies. These are relished by some 
tribes of Indians, while others manu¬ 
facture cakes out of different kinds of 
bulbs. 

The prairie Indians relish a dish of 
wild turnips, which civilized people ! 
would not. lie likely to enjoy at all. In | 
tlie great American desert the beans j 
which grow on mesquite hushes are I 
utilized for food. 

Soap berries furnish an agreeable 
diet for some savages in this country, j 
while in California the copper colored i 
aborigines do not disdain tlie seed? of 1 
salt grass. 

Also in California tlie Digger In- j 
dians collect pine nuts, sometimes 
called pinones, by kindling fires against 
the trees, thus causing tlie nuts to j 
fall out of tlie rones. At tlie same 
time a sweet gum exudes from the! 
bark, serving the purpose of sugar, i 
The seeds of gourds are consumed by j 
Indians in Arizona. 

I.light-weight Hooks. 

Many book-buyers, says a wriier in 
the Youth’s Companion, must have 1 
noticed the remarkable lightness of 
some of the volumes recently issued, 
especially from English presses. The 
paper, although of normal thickness, 
is singularly lacking in weight. Some 
American books also begin to show this 
characteristic. In some cases the rela¬ 
tive loss of weight, as compared with , 
older volumes of equal size, amounts \ 
to thirty or forty per cent. The cause j 
is the recent adoption for book-work of 
paper made of esparto-grass filler. This I 
paper lacks the smooth surface of the 
older kinds, but the relief afforded by 
the loss of weight in bulky books is 
very agreeable.

I he Bacillus of Suicide. 

T HE prevalence of suicidal mania in Washington Is 
account'd for by a hitherto unknown scientist, who 
has studied the subject deeply and trailed the microbe 
of suicide to its native lair, in the unseasonable 
strawberry.

The April straw- 
berry is Innocuous in Georgia, hut may not he eaten in 


Washington on pain of inevitable mental depression and 
probably suicide. When the Washington strawberry ripens, 
however, any old strawberry may be eaten b,\ Washing¬ 
tonians with entire safety. 

Scientist Howard’s advice to these who Would abstain 
from suieide is that they refrain from eating strawberries 
until the fruit is ripe at home. Wonderful are tlie discover¬ 
ies of the amateur man of science.

| Parent and Child 

Before the Law. | 

A very interesting paper on the 
M hove topic was given in a number 
of Harper's Bazar, which sots forth 
some little known points of law, re¬ 
lating to the obligations of father and 
mother to a child. 

Pile father of an Infant is bound lo 
proVlde Him with necessaries, in¬ 
cluding food, clothing and medical at¬ 
tendance. If he does not provide such 
necessaries, a stranger who furnishes 
iheni cun hold the father liable. The 
obligation on tlie part of tlie parent 
I to maintain the child continues until 
the latter is in a condition to provide 
I for his own 111 aintenanee—generally 
speaking, as long as lie remains a 
minor. But by the statute law of the 
country this obligation only ends with 
death in the ease of children who are 
blind, lame or physically or morally 
Incapable of providing their own sup¬ 
port. * * * It is (lie purpose of ihe 
law not lo compel a father to main¬ 
tain idle and lazy children in case 
and indolence, but to provide the 
young and inexperienced with tlie nur¬ 
ture and sustenance (o which they are 
properly entitled from those who 
brought them into the world; this to 
continue uni II they have gained 
strength and ability to care for them¬ 
selves. 

It is doubtful to wliat extent a 
mother is bound to support her child. 
In general, she would not be bound 
lo do so during the life of its father. 
Under some statutes an adult son is 
compelled to support his mother. A 
father cannot avoid his responsibility 
for tlie support of his child, even 
though he may agree with the mother 
to do so; and although a wife, by her 
own fault may forfeit her own claim 
to support she cannot forfeit that of 
the children. 

A stepfather is not bound to support 
his stepchild unless he practically 
adopts him by taking the child into 
his family and pro g for him, 


thus giving him the same status as 
a natural child. An adopted child and 
tlie person legally adopting have all 
1 be rights and are subject (o all the 
duties of the relation of parent and 
oil lid, including the right of inherit¬ 
ance. 

’Flu* duty of a child is, first of all. 
honor and obedience. Failure to ren¬ 
der 1 hose, or Ingratlludc, may be pun¬ 
ished by disinheritance. The father 
may cut ids children off entirely, but 
lie cannot, leave more than half Ills 
property to charitable Institutions If he 
has a wife anil children living. (Tills 
is time I 11 New York.) 

According to common law there is 
no legal obligation resting upon 11 child 
lo supiwrt a parent. In case of either a 
minor i.r adult. In some States slat 
tiles luive been enacted to enforce this 
duty, with the result that the State 
has boon greatly relieved from the 
care of paupers. 

A father has a right In Ihe services 
and earnings of the child while the 
child lives with him, and is main¬ 
tained by him - a right resting on tlie 
parental duty of maintenance and fur¬ 
nishing some compensation for t He 
service he renders the child. How 
long fids right coni limes Is open to 
question, But certainly until tlie child 
reaches tin* age of 1-i, and usually dur¬ 
ing the entire period of minority. But 
where a fattier refuses or neglects to 
support the child or compels him to 
supiKirt himself, the right to his earn 
Ings ceases. At common law a mother 
has no implied right to the service and 
earnings of a child, as she was not 
bound like the father for its mainte¬ 
nance.

Relaxation from Work Will Make a 
Man finjoj Life Longer. 

There are men, and plenty of them, 
who start the business of the day, or 
thinking about the business of the

Ihe meaning of "rest” varies with the 
Individual; to one It Is rest to climb 
Alps or cycle fifty miles a day, to an¬ 
other to lie under a tree or on the 
beach.

Tlie hours from which business 
is entirely excluded every day, the 
weeks from which it is entirely oxclud-

A Pen Picture of Queen Anne. 

Those outside of a palace may fa*! 
Shakespeare’s sentiment, “There’s such 
divinity doth hedge a king,” but It is 
hardly possible to those inside. One 
of the Scotch commissioners to nego¬ 
tiate a union between Scotland and 
England, Sir John Clerk, could not 
have felt it during an official interview 
with Queen Anne, of whom lie gives 
this realistic picture: 

“Her majesty was laboring under a 
fit of the gout and in extream pain and 
Bgony, and on this occasion everything 
about her was much in the same dis¬ 
order as about the meanest of her 
subjects.

; if Vermont now known as Fletcher 
j discovered "honey” in the maple trees 
i Shat district has been known far and 
i W ide as the heart of the Vermont sug¬ 
ar country. The way the red men ex¬ 
tracted the delicious compound was 
somewhat slow os compared with the 
present process. He used to cut a 
slanting gash in the bark and insert 
in the lower end a gauge shaped piece 
i wood, .from which the sap ran aud 
dropped into a poplar or basswood 
trough. At tho end of the season 
these troughs would be set up against 
the trees and left until the following 
season, by which time the troughs 
would be thoroughly mildewed.

By a slow and 
tedious process the sap was first heat¬ 
ed and then boiled in this kettle, often 
taking two or three days’ boiling be¬ 
fore it could be sugared off. This was 
the way in which the redskins and the 
early Vermonters eked out a “sweet- 
nin" of their tea aud johnuyeake. 

The Auger Fifth. 

The linger fish, half fish, half crab, 1 
is tin: terror of all vessels but iron¬ 
clads that use the south seas. This 
creature, which is not bigger than an 
almond, has a proboscis like an en¬ 
large gnat sting that can bore through 
even sheet iron.

The earth contains an abundance of 
water, even in places like some of our 
great western plateaus where the sur 
face is comparatively arid. Tlie great¬ 
est depth at whicli underground water 
can exist is estimated to tie about six 
miles. Below that, it is believed, the 
cavities and pores of tlie rock are com¬ 
pletely closed. The amount of water 
in tlie earth’s crust is reckoned at 
nearly a third of that contained in tlie 
oceans, so that it would cover the 
whole surface of the globe to a depth 
of from 3,000 to 3,500 feet. The waters 
underground flow horizontally after 
sinking below tho uusaturated zone of 
the rocks, hut in the sands of the Da¬ 
kota formation, which supply remark-1 
aide artesian wells, tlie motion does I 
not exceed one or two miles a yeur. j 
The underflow toward tlie sea beneath 
tlie great plains may sometimes take j 
tlie form of broad streams or moving i 
sheets of water, but the movement is 
excessively slow.—Youth'. Companion.

Through the opening of Colma 
to the poolrooms and the invitation 
of the hordes of gamble!s to practice 
in our county that which is forbidden 
in San Francisco, we are placing our 
reputation in jeopardy and will ulti¬ 
mately suffer the Consequences. 
These organizations and every lespec 
table citizen should not lose any time 
in putting forth every effort to defeat 
this measure. Tlie State lias a fair- 
exauiple of the effect of poolroom in¬ 
fluences upon tlie property values and 
reputation of a community in Shush- 
lito.

Redwood City, July 13.—The south- 
bound passenger train, which arrived 
here at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
ran -down a four-horse wagon just 
within the city limits, instantly kill¬ 
ing John Culley and injuring the dri¬ 
ver of the team, George O’Malley, 
who later died from his injuries.

SHERIFF MANSFIELD’S CLEVER CAPTURE. 

OnTuesday morning of last week 
S “ er P, Mansfield, siugle - handed, 
effected the capture of u desperato 
: thief who had terrorized the

and tor whom Sheriff Collins of that 
county had been searching for eight 
months. 

The man’s name is John Jeffords 
| and he is about 25 years of age. lie 
had been located in the Alpine dis¬ 
trict of this couhty, and the Visalia 
Sherili lost no time iu informing 
Sheriff Mansfield that tho greatest 
caution should be exercised in the 
matter of his capture as he was a des 
perate mail and ever ready with his 
gun. Leaving Redwood City on Mon¬ 
day, Mansfield arrived at a ranch ad¬ 
joining that upon which Jeffords was 
working as a teamster and decided to 
vyait until the following morning lie- 
tore closing iu on him. Jeffords left 
the ranch at an early hour, and while 
coming dowu a steep grade with his 
team was confronted by Mansfield at 
one of the turns. He was taken so 
completely by surprise that no diffi¬ 
culty was met with in takiug him in¬ 
to custody. Sheriff Collins of Visalia 
arrived on Wednesday and took his 
man to the scene of his crimes. He 
says Jeffords was implicated with Mc¬ 
Kinney, the Bakersfield desperado, in 
many of his crimes, and was an all- 
around bad man. lie was astounded 
that Mansfield had secured him with¬ 
out a tight.

COUNTY BOARD IN SESSION 

omoial ltiiS)lii 0 B 8 Tranaact.d Ky the Sn- 
pervluor* at Monday's Mooting. 

Last Monday (he Supervisors met 
as a Board of Equalization, all tne 
members being present. The minutes 
of the previous meeting were adopted 
as read. 

Clerk Schaberg announced that 
there were no applications for reduc¬ 
tion ot assessment on file. He read a 
communication, or rather a clipping 
from a newspaper pasted on a postal 
telegraph blank, bearing no signature, 
calling the Board’s attention to (he 
fact that last year, in New York, D. 
O. Mills had sworn that ^California 
was his legal residence, and therefore 
should have his personal property as¬ 
sessed iu this county. Inasmuch as 
the communication was not signed 
thfl Hoard took no notice of it. As¬ 
sessor Hayward being present an¬ 
nounced that he had this year assess 
ed Mr. Mill’s personal property at 
$240,000, increasing his total assess¬ 
ment iu this county to $534,330. 

Supervisor McEvoy called the 
Board’s attention to the low assess¬ 
ment on the property of P. J. Ma¬ 
loney at Menlo Park. He said he was 
assessed at the rate of per acre on 
38 acres near Holy Cross cemetery 
when all the udjoiniug land was as¬ 
sessed at a rate varying from $125 to 
$150,. McEvoy explained that ho was 
thoroughly familiar with the property 
and could say it was the choicest 
piece of realty iu that locality. It 
was well wooded and the assessment 
ought to be raised. Assessor Hay¬ 
ward said that Mr. Maloney had ex¬ 
plained to him that the laud being 
adjacent to the cemetery, not facing 
on the main road and quite low it 
was unfit for residence purposes aud 
therefore, should not be rated as 
high as other property in the vicin¬ 
ity. McEvoy contended that the as¬ 
sessment was ridiculously low and 
should Lie raised. On motion of Mc¬ 
Evoy, seconded by Eikerenkotter, the 
clerk was instructed to notify P. J. 
Maloney to appear next Monday at 10 
o’clock and show cause why the as¬ 
sessment should not be raised. 

McEvoy asked tho Assessoi as to 
the practice followed by him iu as¬ 
sessing church property. The Asses¬ 
sor repliod that church buildings and 
the land actually occupied by the 
structures were exempt from taxation 
by the State law. Parsonages were 
taxable, however, as also is the land 
standing in the tiame of the various 
churches which is not actually used 
for church purposes. Under this law 
said the Assessor, should any church 
building be used for other than reli- 
gous purposes, or should an admis¬ 
sion fee be charged for any entertain¬ 
ment held therein tlie property would 
be liable for taxation the same as any 
other buildings. 

No further business appearing the 
Hoard adjourned to the afternoon see- 
siou aud immediately met as a Hoard 
of Supervisors.

Board or a committee thereby meet 
with us.

Chairman Coleman explained that 
he had received a telephone message 
to the same effect from the Clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors of Santa 
Clara county now in session. 

McEvoy thought that, the purchase 
of any road from Boulder Creek to 
the Big Basin was of no interest to 
this county. All that was desired 
was a road into the Big Basin from 
some point near Pescadero. 

McCracken said it was the original 
plan of the three counties, San Ma¬ 
teo, Santa Cruz and Sauta Clara, to 
combine in providing a highway over 
the most possible route, and the San¬ 
ta Cruz Board probably want the as¬ 
surance that if they provide a road 
from Boulder Creek into the Basin we 


will build an outlet on this side, 
j There were two routes from Pesca- 
, dero, namely, the Butano and Pesca- 
dero and Boulder Creek, and for him¬ 
self personally he would like both to 
be established. As none of the mem 
hers could find time to attend the 
meeting tlie county will not be repre- 
|sented. 

Tho specifications for the new court 
house were taken up aud the amend¬ 
ed portions of same were read. Ar¬ 
chitect Dodge was present to explain 
the changes he laid made at the sug¬ 
gestion of the Board at the last meet¬ 
ing. Considerable of tho afternoon 
was consumed iu reading the amended 
portions of its specifications. 

Eikorenkotter suggestd that some¬ 
thing should he done toward moving 
the old building, hut it was thought 
best to consult tho contractor upon 
the matter. 

On motion of McCracken, seconded 
by Debeuedetti, the following motion 
was put and carried : 

That the plans, designs, detail 
.drawings and specifications for pro¬ 
posed new couyt house building pre¬ 
pared by Dodge & Dolliver in pursu¬ 
ance of a resolution this Board adopt¬ 
ed, April 8, 1903, this day presented, 

■ be accepted by this Board, subject to 
all the conditions embodied in said 
1 resolution for the purpose of receiv¬ 
ing bids thereon from contractors for 
the erection of said proposed new 
building at the estimate cost not to 
exceed $125,000. 

The Glerk was directed to prepare 
a form of advertisement to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Board for its approval 
next Monday inviting bids for the 
new court house. 

I The Board then met as a Board of 
Equalization and accepted the mili¬ 
tary roll of the county as presented 
by the Assessor. It shows that there 
are 2137 persons in the county capa¬ 
ble of bearing arms should the [couu- 
try need their services. 

An adjournment was then taken lo 
next Monday at 10 o’clock.
